JHJLLMAN MANAGEMENT SCORED 


Tlie Managers Association u Usurp- 


ation of Power Not Obtainable 


From tlie People. 


CHICAGO, November 12.—The United 


States government report on the great 
railway strike in connection with tbe 
Pullman trouble was made public today, 
signed by Labor Commissioner Carroll 
D. Wright and Special Commissioners 
John D. Kernan and Nicholas B. Worth- 
ington, and is address to the President. 


Referring to the General Managers* 


Association, an organization of high 
railroad officials who encompassed the 
'Defeat of the American Railway Union, 


the re;x)rt says the capitalization of the 
twenty-four railroads directly in the as- 
sociation waa $2,103,000,000, the number 
of employes 220,000. The association 
prepared a schedule of wages paid on 
all liiiea of the members for mutual in- 
formation, lu 1893 the pay of switch- 
men wati fixed bv the roads in Chicago. 
Then tue association agreed to assist 
each other in case of trouble with em- 
ployes, securing men through its agen- 
cies to replace strikers, etc. Reduc- 
tions were luude here and there on dif- 
ferent roads to establish a uniform scale 
of wages throughout the country. 


Tho report considers tho features of 


the association that have come to light 
illegal, having no more standing in law 
than the old Trunk Line pool. Rail- 
road charters do not authorize roads to 
form associations to fix wages, nor to 
force their acceptance, nor to battle 
with strikers. Its usurpation of power, 
which is not granted the association, is 
an illustration of the persistent and 
shrewdly disguised plan of the corpora- 
tions to overreach their limitations and 
usurp indirectly powers and rights not 
contemplated in their charters and not 
obtainable from the people of their legis- 
latures. The extension of this associa- 
tion would result in an aggregation of 
power and capital dangerous to the peo- 
ple and their liberties, aa well as to their 
employes aud their rights. 


The question woum then arise as to 


which should control the government of 
railroads. The end would bo govern- 
ment ownership of railroadp unless the 
government restrains tho corporations 
within tbe law and prevent them from 
forming unlawful and dangerous com- 
binations. When railroads are allowed 
to combine to fix wages for tlicir joint 
protection it is rank injustice not to al- 
low tho rinlit of labor upon rail- 


. 
roade to unite for similar purposes. 
Until railroad B sot the oxt tuple a great 
union of railroad employes never was 
attempted. Unions had not gone bo- 
Tond enlisting men in separate trade or- 
ganizations.

In reference to tho Pullman Palace 


Car Company tho report says tho cor- 
poration has grown in twenty-seven 
years from a capital of (1,000,000 to $U8,- 
000,000. For twenty years it has paid 2 
per cent quarterly dividends and haa a 
surplus of 
$25,000,000 of undivided 


profits. Tho town of Pullman lias a 
church and parsonage, but tbe rental is 
higher limn any church society is able 
to pay for gospel privileges. 


During tho depression iu lHi);t on one 


side was a rich and unyielding corpora- 
tion, on the other a multitude of em- 
ployes of comparatively excellent char- 
acter and pkill. 
The conditions en- 


abled tho Pullman management to fix 
wages and rent absolutely. The aver- 
age workman could cam liltlo more 
than the rent of his house owned by the 
company. Some witnesses swear that 
at times for work done in two weeks 
they received in checks from 4 cents to 
|L over and above their rent. During 
this reduction and attendant sufferings, 
the salaries of no officers, managers or 
superintendents were reduced. Pull- 
man company's statement to tho public 
fluid it continued operations for tho 
benefit of ita workmen and tradoapeo- 
nle. The commission thinks tho evi- 
denco shows tho Pullman company kept 
running for its own benefit as ti manu- 
facturer; that its plant might not rust; 
that its competitors might not invade 
its territory; that it might keep ita cars 
in repairs; Unit it might bo ready for 
resumption when business revived with 
a live plant and competent help and 
that its revenue from its tenants might 
continue, 
Tho rents at. Pullman arc 23 per cent 


higher than in Chicago. Tenants are 
obliged to sign a lease requiring them to 
pay for all repairs tho company ehoso'to 
make. The company did not reduce 
renta when it reduced wages. Etn- 


s are practically compelled to rent 


from the company to obtain employ- 
ment. Slight reductions in rent would 
probably have averted tbe strike i! the 
promises not to discharge tbn men on 
tho employes' committee 
had been 


kept. 
From May llth to July 4th SOU strik- 


ers guarded tbe company's property. Mo 
Tiolenceor destruction of property by 
the strikers or their sympathisers took 
place at Pullman during this period 
Such dignified, manly and conaervativi 
conduct in the midst of excitement um 
threatened starvation is worthy of the 
highest typo ol American citizenship 
nnd with like prudence in all other di- 
rections will result in due time in lawfu 
aud orderly redress of labor's wrongs. To 
deny this IB to forswear patriotism am 
to declare this government and its 
people a failure. 
As to the great railroad strike proper 


tbe report eaya the readineaa to Btrikc 
oympathetically waa prompted by tho 
disturbed and apprehensive condition o 
the railroad employee, resulting from 
ifftge 
reductions on different lines 


blacklisting, etc., and from tbe recen 
erowth of the General Managers' Aaao 
ciation which Henmed to them a menace 


The commission questions whethe 


courts have jnriediction to enjoin citi 
aena from persuading oach other in in 
duetrial or other matters of common in 
tereat. Tho policy of both the Pullman 
Company and Railway Managers' Asso 
ciation m reference to applications t 
arbitrate closed the door to all attempt 
at conciliation and Bettlemont of differ 
ences. The commission beheveathat 
different policy would have prevenlo 
the losa of life and the great loss o 
property and wages occasioned by th 


The* report declares tho arrival

ures tlio appointment of 3000 deputy 
Jolted States marshals, selected by the 
General Managers Association and paid 
y the railroads, acting in a double ca- 
acity of railroad employes and United 
tatea officers. They were not under 


) direction or control of any govern-

)f the government under the control of 
tie combination of railroads. 
The commission approves the Preai- 
ent's action in ordering troops to Chi- 


cago. The report found no evidence 
hat officers of the A.B.U. participated 
nor advised intimidation, violence .or 
estruotiou of property. Strikers were 


concerned in outrages against law and 
rder, but tlie number was small as 
ompared with the whole number on 
irike. The report adds that much of 
ie real responsibility for these disor- 
ers rests with the people themselves 
nd witb the government for not ade- 
uately controlling the monopolies and 
orporatione, and for failing reasonably 
o protect tbe rights of labor and re- 
ress its wrongs. 
The commission recommends; First, 
. permanent strike commission of three 
lembera to investigate disputes and 
make 
recommendations, 
similar in 


.power to the interstate commerce com- 
mission. That power be given 
the 


foiled States courts to compel railways 
o obey the decisions of tho commission 
fter a summary hearing unattended by 
echnicalities, and that no delays in

meetts, but with more power. Oon- 
racts requiring men not to join Ubor 
rganraitionB should be made illegal. 
Three—Tlio commission recommends 
mployera to recognize labor orgauiza- 
ons and to recognize that the interests 
f labor and capital are identical. If 
hen wages can be raised under econo- 
lie conditions, that this ho done volun- 
irily, anil when reductions are neces- 
ary, reasons be assigned, much friction 
urn be avoided. If capital will consult 
abor at critical times the severity of 
trikes will be tempered and their num- 
er reduced.

After January 1st Vresno county will 


have, practically, for tb> first time in 
itohlatory.a Republican administration, 
»nd it is "hardly necessary to nay that 
' the conduct of afTairs under that adminis-

Two opposing polit- 
ical parties will be on thealcrt, watching 
for every possible opportunity to find 
fault. 
There is no objection to be 


found with this, either. ; It is right and 
proper that all tue people should keep 
themselves well informed regarding th

principle benctlU derived (ram m»in- 
talning a municipal government, aud 
when theee «re neglected there il noth- 
ing left to encourage the tuptyen In 
the belie! that they are getting anything 
of value lor their money. The health 
and comlort of the public demand that 
he etreeta bo thoroughly sprinkled 
now, 


and at all times when the rainfall is not 
ufficient tu keep the dust down. 
There is no more delightful climate 


on earth than that of the San Joaquin 
valley at this season oi the year, hut its 
oveliness is sadly marred and its com- 
lort well nigh destroyed in its princina 
city by the neglect of those to whom the 
duty is entrusted to keep Hie streets 
properly sprinkled.

.Both tbe adminietrfltiou and the publi 
are likely to be benefited thereby. 


The duty of the Republican officials 


elect ia very plain, and this paper has 
great conEdence in their ability and de- 
termination to give the county a thor- 
oughly honest and efficient administra- 
tion. Economy must be their watch- 
word, and no other feature of their in- 
combency will appeal more strongly to 
the great majority of taxpayers and 
votere than a determination to reduce 
the tax rate to a reasonable figure. The 
county has been passing through an era 
o! very heavy appropriations for various 
purpoeea, and these must be either 
sciled down or entirely eliminated by 
the incoming administration. The num. 
her of deputies in the various ofiices 
must be limited to those actually re- 
quired to perform the functions of the 
offices, and there muat be no more 
heavy appropriations for any purpose 
aside from the actual running exp enses 
of the county until such time ui tbe tax- 
pajurs are better able to meet such de- 
mands. Public improvements are all 
right when needed and properly made, 
but they must come in seasons of pros- 
perity. 


In these matters a heavy responsi- 


bility rests upon the Board of Super- 
visors. 
They are clothed with the 


power to reduce or Increase expenses in 
many rcspccte, and to them the peopl c 
will look for a strict and conscicntioiH 
iraperviBion of all matters effecting jiu b- 
lic expenditures where they exercise 
control. The appropriations for roade 
IB one matter wherein a very material re- 
duction can be made nest year. Dur- 
ing the past two years a vast amount of 
money has been expended on the roads. 
It ie unnecessary now to consider the 
wisdom of these expenditures. 
Un- 


doubtedly the highways in eome locali- 
ties have been materially improved. 
But» halt must be called. Next year 
the road appropriation should be but 
little in excess of the amount access ary 
to keep roads already graded in repair; 
enough to make tmch improvements as 
are absolutely necessary. When the time 
has come, as it will before many yea rs 
have past, for the county to begin the 
building of roflds in a thorough manner 
aud according to a definite plan, it must 
be done under aouie system that will 
yield better results for tbe money ex- 
ponded than is possible under the pres- 
ent law. For the time being the domi- 
nating motive of tbe supervisors must 
be to see how economically tbe roads 
can be cared for, not how much money 
can be distributed to the various dis- 
tricte. 


The revision of tho county govern- 


ment act dhould aleo bring to the county 
very material relief from the too heavy 
burdens of taxation, Fresno will have 
in tbe legislature three capable repre- 
sentatives, two Republicans and prob- 
ably one Democrat. All of them are 
pledged to the people to secure a county 
government act formed on linea of intel- 
ligent economy, and we believe they 
will be able to fulfill their promises. 


Altogether conditions for tho taxpay- 


ers should show a marked improvement 
When sufh'cieiit time has elapsed to per- 
mit the proposed reforms to go into ef- 
lec;.

TO THE CITY. 


They are Made Into Fl? Haute aud 


Freely Used for 


Food. 


A very unsatisfactory code of com- 


mercial morality muet exist in the 
wholesale fruit market of San Francisco, 
from a circumstance that came under 
tho observation of allEi-iim.icAN reporter 
yesterday. 


There is a small packing house out in 


Peters addition operated by Seropian 
Brothers of this city and some outside 
parties. Yesterday the ground outside 
the house was covered with trays, over 
which ewarmcd myriads of flies. It re- 
required no second glance to Bee that 
the greater portion of the contents of 
the trays consisted of rotten and decom- 
posed fruit, obviously unfit for human 
consumption. 


It had been represented to the re- 


porter that this stuff was being packed 
for shipment, and in justice to the pro- 
prietors and the public an explanation 
was sought. J. H. Seropian, one of the 
proprietors, a respectable 
Armenian 


grocery merchant of this city, was in the 
packing house and furnished a state- 
ment which set matters right eo far as 
the packing house is concerned, butcer- 
taiuly deserves attention at tho hands oE 
the health authorities'of Ban Francisco. 


Mr. Seropian said that the stuff in the 


trays was the refuse ot the factory, and 
in proof took the reporter through the 
establishment. A number of girls were 
at work at the time, and the sound figs 
were being packed in two grades. The 
higher grade were carefully examined 
by the reporter, several bosea being 
opened for his inspection, and while 
they could not be fairly compared with 
the imported Symrna article, the figa 
were clean and wholesome. The smaller 
figs were packed with equal regard to 
cleanliness and a number of specimens 
eelec.edat random showed no siena of 
UDSOUndness.

Mr. Seropian did not see it in that 
light, however. He said a hog rancli 
would require a knowledge of tho hog 
business and a man to look after it. The 
inference was inevitable tbat a brisk 
and profitable trade is being done In 
Ban Francisco in rotten flee. 


Mr. Seropian produced a number of 


letteru from rcBj.^tablo dealers in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles ordering fur- 
ther consignments of the higher grude 
flgs, so that? there could evidently be 
nothing amias with the packed'article. 
But nothing was said as to the names 
of tho coneicnecs of the refuse. 


There are" several concerns, some of 


national reputation, which handle the 
product of tigs in a form which makes it 
impossible to ascertain whether the 
original llgs were sound or not; and as 
these articles often llnd their way into 
tho dietary ol children and Invalids, the 
question uecomea quite a serious one. 


Certain it ia tbat unsound figs are 


being shipped from Fresno in carload 
lots, not afl sound llgs, packed and 
branded, but in bags, as refuse, no 
more, no lees. 


A correspondent assorts very posi- 


tively that'the packing concern in which 
Mr. Seropiun has an interest purchased 
all the dropped ligt>, spoiled by tho ram, 
from the Burton enUite, and tbe refuse 
figs of some prominent local packing 
houses, claiming that they were to bo 
fed to hogs. Allowance bus to be made 
in these cases for the inevitable jealous- 
ies of rival business enterprises, but the 
admission of Mr. Seropian himself that 
the refuse of his factory, after being 
dried, is'shipped to San Francisco and 
made into fig paste, is assuredly a mat- 
ter calling for attention at the other end 
of the line.

Tho Justice nf the Pence, 
in an article on "Feniulo Trustees," re- 
views the legislation of recent years 
and shows how ono and another restric- 
tion'has been removed, BO that a mar- 
ried woman can now act ns trustee or 
executor with almost as much freedom 
as a roan can. Under tho common law 
the husband hold tho property and was 
also liable for breaches of trust commit- 
ted by tho wife, so that thcro werogravo 
objections to allowing her to net as a 
trastco. 
Tho present liberal nets re- 


garding tho property of married women 
allow a woman to make contracts iinrl 
to hold trusts froo from tho control of 
her husband and without rendering 
him liablo for her note if sho should 
prove dishnnest. Tho British pnrliamout 
is in fioino respects conservative in deal 
ing with property rights, but has taken 
an advanced ground in relation to tho 
rights of married women in the man- 
agement of property independent of 
control by the husband.
